COLUMBUS (U P I) — Spon 
sors of legislation

OAKLAND, Calif. (U P I) 
Bail has been set at $100,000 for 
jailed Black Panther leader 
Huey P. Newton, who forfeited 
$42,000 when he jumped bail 
and fled to Cuba three years 
ago 
But there is a chance Newton 
may be released on his own 
recognizance. 
Newton’s lawyer, Sheldon 
Otis, said he had no plans to try 
to raise the $100,000 because he 
is concentrating on obtaining 
his clients’s freedom without 
bond 
Newton, 35, returned to the 
United States Sunday night to 
stand trial on murder and 
assault charges He appeared 
Tuesday 
before 
Municipal 
Judge Courtland D Arne for 
arraignment, but the proceed­ 
ing was delayed until July 19 
when the judge also will set a 
trial date 
Arne asked for a Probation 
Department report on whether 
Newton's request for release 
without bail should be granted. 
“ We will concentrate on 
getting him out on his own 
recognizance,” Otis said after 
the court hearing that was 
attended by a large number of 
Black Panthers 
In arguing for Newton’s 
release, Otis noted the Black 
F’anther leader came back to 
face trial voluntarily. 
"He did not return to walk out 
the door," Otis told the judge. 
"He returned to prove the 
charges against him are false.” 
Prosecutor Tom Orloff asked 
for a minimum bail of $100,000, 
noting the previous bail had not 
been sufficient. 
Newton, a co-founder of the 
Black 
Panthers, 
is charged 
with the stabbing death of a 
teen-age girl and an assault on 
a tailor He was free on bail 
when he disappeared in August 
1974 
Newton has said he fled to 
Cuba because narcotics dealers 
placed a $10,000 "contract” on 
his life as a result of his op­ 
position to the use of heroin 
Newton, who has maintained 
his innocence, said his attor­ 
neys can now prove he was the 
victim of an F B I and CIA plot to 
remove him from the scene and 
ruin the Black Panther party.

Two Florida yachtsmen are 
being held by the Castro 
government for allegedly firing 
on a Cuban ship, according to 
the skipper of a California 
sailing ketch just released from 
capture by the Cubans. 
Donald Reidt, skipper of the 
48-foot ketch Musica, and his 
four-member crew told Coast 
Guard interrogators and news­ 
men Tuesday night how Cuban- 
Soviet MIGs, one of them firing 
across his bow last Sunday, 
interrupted his voyage to 
California 
via 
the 
Panama 
Canal. 
Reidt said his radar-equipped 
ketch was in international 
waters at the time, 35 miles 
from the Cuban coast, but the 
Cubans insisted he was 
in 
Cuban waters. 
The 42-year-old immunology 
professor, on leave from the 
University of California at 
Irvine, said Cuban officials told 
him the Musica was seized 
"because another 
American 


vessel had fired on a Cuban 
fishing vessel" in international 
waters. 
He said he met Jack Hanst 
and Howard Bradbeer, both of 
Orlando, Fla., at a Cuban in­ 
terrogation center in Havana 
and they said they were in­ 
volved in the reported shooting 
incident. 
Two Cuban-American fisher­ 
men from Miami also are being 
held in Havana, Reidt said, for 
allegedly not having proper 
passport and other documenta­ 
tion when their boat was in­ 
tercepted Their names were 
not immediately known. 
The Musica’s skipper said he 
and his young crew also met “ a 
guy who said he hijacked the 
first 747 .from New York to 
Havana in 1966 with 300 persons 
aboard” but that he did not 
identify himself.

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New Oil Dilemma 


Nine years after discovery of the huge oilfield 
at Prudhoe Bay, oil at last is flowing through the 
800-mile trans-Alaska pipeline—and the nation 
has a brand new energy headache. 
The problem is that by Oct. 1 the pipeline will 
be transporting 1.2 million barrels a day, twice 
as much as West Coast refineries can absorb. 
Moreover, no pipeline is ready to move the 
surplus to the Midwest, where it is much needed. 
Clearly, a permanent solution must include a 
pipeline connecting the West Coast with crude- 
hungry midcontinent refineries. Until that is 
done oil industry officials and President C arter’s 
energy advisers have three temporary ways to 
go, unfortunately none of them attractive. 
The choices are to sell unneeded Alaska crude 
to Japan in return for Middle East oil delivered 
to the East Coast; to ship it in tankers through 
the Panam a Canal to the Gulf Coast; or to 
relieve the glut by shutting down the Naval 
Reserve oilfield at E lk Hills, Calif. 
Purely from an economic standpoint, selling 
some 600,000 barrels a day to Japan makes 
sense. However, the political and psychological 
costs would be excessive. 
Too many people believe there is no oil shor­ 
tage and the ‘‘crisis” is a ripoff engineered by a 
greedy industry. Seeing Alaska crude flowing to 
Jap an would reinforce such suspicions and make 
the public less likely to cooperate in energy 
conservation 
Also, trading Alaskan for Middle Eastern 
crude would keep this country highly vulnerable 
to another oil embargo, hardly a sound policy. 
Since supertankers can’t use the Panam a 
Canal, the Alaska surplus would have to move to 
Gulf ports in sm all vessels; an expensive and 
wasteful procedure. However, this probably will 
turn out to be the least bad temporary measure. 
Closing down the E lk Hills would deprive the 
country of 250,000 barrels a day of domestic 
production and make us more dependent on the 
unstable Middle East. 
With about a year of work a gas pipeline from 


Midland, Tex. to Long Beach, Calif, could be 
“ turned around” and converted to carry Alaska 
crude. That would be an excellent step, since 
Midland could easily be connected to pipelines 
serving the Midwest. 
H ow ever, C a lifo rn ia authorities and en­ 
vironmental radicals are fighting the unloading 
of tankers at Long Beach on the grounds that it 
would add to a ir pollution. The protests are a bit 
reminiscent of those that delayed the Alaska 
pipeline for years and helped bloat its cost to $7.7 
billion. 
Because of what it called “ unreasonable” 
demands from California air-quality officials, 
Exxon has reluctantly withdrawn from the Long 
Beach project. It is to be hoped that the Carter 
administration will not permit this pipeline to 
fall victim to regulatory sabotage. 
The plain truth is that a countpr which can 
send a space shuttle flying about piggyback on a 
747 has the technology to unload oil safely at 
Long Beach. E a ch barrel of Alaska oil used in 
this country means $14 not sent abroad and that 
much less leverage by foreign suppliers. 
Colleges Up 


Educators talk dismally about the financial 
woes of colleges and universities, but the latest 
figures on the subject seem not to support their 
complaints. 
The National Center for Education Statistics in 
Washington reports the number of colleges, 
universities and branch campuses increased 
from 3,055 to 3,075 during the school year just 
ended. 
The number of public colleges increased by 13. 
The number of private colleges— many of which 
are said to be struggling — increased by seven. 
Which seems to show that higher education may 
not be quite as anemic as w e’ve been led to 
believe 
Court Misses The Point 


B v JA M E S J.K IL P A T R IC K 
W A SH IN G TO N The Supreme 
Court blew up the other day, in 
the fashion of the wonderful 
one-horse shay, on the issue of 
state aid for children attending 
nonpublic schools. 
W heels, 
axles and Justices flew every 
which way. In the end, the 
Court came down more right 
than wrong, but not by much. 
The issue involved an Ohio 
law, enacted in 1975, by which 
the state provides half a dozen 
forms of aid for pupils who 
attend nonpublic schools There 
are reportedly 720 such schools 
in Ohio, all but 29 of them 
church-related; an estimated 
92 per cent of the prlvafte pupils 
attend 
Catholic 
parochial 
schools In my own view, these 
particular statistics 
are im­ 
material 
Six 
form s 
of 
aid 
were 
challenged in court the loaa of 
standard 
nonsectanan 
text­ 
books 
the 
state 's 
ad­ 
ministration 
of 
standardized 
tests, 
the 
providing 
of 
diagnostic services for pupils 
having speech 
or 
hearing 
impediments, the providing of 
certain therapeutic 
services, 
such as dental hygiene; the 
loan of instructional materials 
and 
equipm ent, 
and 
the 
financing of field trip tran­ 
sportation. 
The complaining taxpayers 
charged 
that 
these 
various 
programs 
violate 
the 
First 
A m e n d m e n t’s 
p ro h ib itio n 
against 
laws 
respecting 
an 
establishment of religion. The 
nine Justices split in roughly 
six different ways At one ex­ 
treme was Justice Brennan, 
who opposed all the forms of 
aid At the other extreme were 
C hief Ju s tic e 
B u rg e r 
and 
Justices White and Rehnquist; 
they approved all the forms of 


aid In between were Justice 
Stevens, 
who 
opposed 
everything but health services; 
Justice Marshall, who opposed 
everything 
but 
diagnostic 
services, Justice Powell, who 
supported 
everyth in g 
but 
equipment loans, and Justices 
Blackmun and Stewart, who 
approved four provisions and 
disapproved two others. 
Is that nine Justices? It is 
hard to keep such a scorecard. 
What the Court finally held, in 
its fractured fashion, is that 
Ohio may (1) loan the text­ 
books, (2) give the tests, (3) 
help with speech and hearing, 
and (4) fill the Catholic kids' 
cavities without offending the 
Constitution. But Ohio may not 
loan a child in a nonpublic 
school the 
sam e 
piece of 
scientific equipment that Ohio 
loans a child in a public school, 
and Ohio may not provide a bus 
and 
driver 
to 
take 
private 
pupils on the same field trips 
provided for public pupils. 
The Court reiterated the 
ground rules it has laid down 
several 
times 
before. 
State 
laws in this field (1) must have 
a secular legislative purpose, 
(2) must neither advance nor 
inhibit religion, and (3) must 
not 
further 
an 
excessive 
government entanglement with 
religion. The Court’s theory in 
throwing out the field trips was 
that 
the 
p arochial 
school 
teacher, while the 
bus was 
rolling along to City Hall or the 
State Capitol, might recite a 
couple of Hail M arys. Or the 
bus 
driver 
might. 
Anyhow, 
publicly subsidized field trips 
involve "an unacceptable risk 
of fostering religion.” 
These 
are 
the 
abstract 
speculations that once occupied 
medieval theologians, taking a 
census of angels on pinheads In 


its understandable desire to 
m aintain the separation of 
church and state, the Court has 
lost 
sight 
of 
two 
essential 
concerns. These concerns are 
Ohio’s children, A L L of whom 
are entitled 
to 
the 
equal 
protection of Ohio’s laws; and 
secondly, the secular education 
of these children in certain 
required subjects. 
In my own view, a child’s 
religion is irrelevant. If Ohio 
provides, let us say, $1,200 for 
each of the 2,314,000 pupils in 
public 
schools, 
it 
ought 
to 
provide $1,200 for each of the 
250,000 children in nonpublic 
schools. The doctrine of “ equal 
E 
rotection” should provide no 
¡as. And it ought to be a matter 
of total indifference to Ohio 
how, or where, or in which 
schools, the $1,200 is spent, so 
long as the state’s minimum, 
uniform standards of education 
are fulfilled. The same per- 
outlays, and the same 
»sic requirements, ought to 
apply to all pupils — Catholic, 
Pro testant, 
Je w 
or 
non­ 
believer. 
To say that Ohio may loan a 
taxpayer’s 
child 
a 
weather 
forecasting kit if the child at­ 
tends a public school, but may 
not loan a taxpayer’s child such 
a kit if he attends a parochial 
school, 
strikes 
me 
as 
unadorned discrimination. It is 
a penalty the state imposes 
upon the child because of the 
exercise of his religion. If a 
child 
learns 
num bers 
by 
counting rosary beads, or by 
subtracting five stations of the 
cross from 14 stations of the 
cross, what does it matter to the 
State of Ohio?

N E W Y O R K - Not so very 
gay is the searing controversy 
over the role and place of 
homosexuals in industry, com­ 
merce, the job market, the 
schools, housing complexes and 
— in the past few days — inside 
the unions. 
Fo r the first time this en- 
flamed conflict, 
this 
sexual 
uproar, 
has 
reached 
inside 
labor. 
It all flared swiftly. On F r i­ 
day, Ju n e 24, the high council of 
the 
20,000-member A cto rs’ 
E q u ity Association met in 
anger. It denounced the embat­ 
tled Anita Bryant for her cam ­ 
paign against anti-discrimina-| 
tion 
protection 
of 
homo­ 
sexuals. It instructed Eq u ity’s 
executive secretary Don Grody 
to condemn fellow 
member 
Anita Bryant publicly. 
H e did. In contem ptuous 
tones Grody scalded the Dade 
County, Fla., singer. 
Grody’s wallop came in an 
open letter to the woman who 
has whipped up national and 
international attention with her 
cam paign 
against 
homo­ 
sexuals. They in 
turn have 
shown 
strength 
of 
numbers 
with parades last Sunday on 
Fifth 
Avenue 
here, 
and 
in 
M iam i, Los Angeles and cities 
up to Seattle and across again 
to Chicago. 
W ritin g in 
the 
nam e of 
Actors’ Equity, which is an 
affiliate of the Four A ’s, the 70,- 
000-member Associated Actors 
and Artistes of Am erica (A FL- 
C IO ), Grody’s language roared. 
“ Actors Equity has for many 
years taken a strong stand 
against discrim ination," wrote 
Grody. “ We feel that we have 
been a forceful voice in the fight 
to end inequality on both sides 
of the footlights. 
"Anti-discrimination clauses 
are a part of all our employ­ 
ment 
agreem ents. 
This 
rejection of d iscrim in ation 
includes not only discrim ina­ 
tion because of ethnic or na­ 
tional 
origin, 
but 
also 
dis­ 
crimination against an individ­ 
ual because of his sexual or 
affectional preferences. 
"T h e Council of 
A cto rs’ 
Equity Assn. has asked me to 
express their dismay that you, 
a fellow member, would so out­ 
spokenly embrace a tenet so 
contrary to the ideals of this 
Association.” 
Then, on the following Sun­ 
day, the 40th annual national 
convention 
of 
the 
28,000- 
member Am erican Federation 
of Television and Radio Artists 
(A F T R A ) (also a Four A affil­ 
iate) announced that it had in­ 
structed the union’s negotiators 
“ to seek to include in all anti- 
d iscrim in ation clauses that 
exist in A FT R A contracts (with 
broadcast stations — V R ) the 
phrase ‘affectional or sexual 
preferences.’ ” 
And it added that the union 
“ reaffirmed the rights of all 
A FT R A members to pursue 
their private and professional 
lives without hindrance or 
interference as long as that 
pursuit is not in violation of any 
A F T R A codes.” The word 
codes refers to union regula­ 
tions and contracts 
On Tuesday, June 28, Actors’ 
E q u ity 
opened 
its 
m ajor 
(Broadw ay) contract negotia­ 
tions with the League of New 
York Theatres and Producers, 
Inc. Traditionally, both sides 
bargain hard. But not on this 
one. E a rly in the table talk 
there was agreement that the 
standard 
anti-discrimination 
clause would be extended. 
As it stands now the clause 
re ad s‘‘T h ere 
shall 
be 
no 
discrimination against actor or 
applicant 
for a 
part 
or 
a 
position by 
reason of race, 
color, creed, sex or national 
origin.” Now 
there 
will 
be 


added the phrase, " . . . or by 
reason of his affectional or 
sexual preference.” 
Thus only two days after 
Eq u ity’s sister union, A FT R A , 
urged its own locals to insert 
the clause in all new contracts, 
the “ legitim ate" theater AFL- 
CIO affiliate wrote it into its 
own pact — over which bar­ 
gaining is far from done. But 
both sides quickly inked it in. 
Thus many issues race up 
front of this new era story. 
A nita 
B ry a n t, 
an 
A cto rs’ 
Equity member, has been de­ 
nounced for her philosophical, 
ideological or political pursuit. 
Choose «that words you would 
to describe Mrs. B rya n t’s fier'y 
drive-. That is the union 's right 
But what 
some 
observers 
criticize is the reference to her 
m em bership in the union. 
These critics read this as an 
implied threat to the singer. 
After all, Equity, A F T R A and 
the other six Four A affiliates, 
including the Screen Actor’s 
G uild, 
have 
m utual 
union 
membership. Some performers 
pay dues to several of the enter­ 
tainment unions. Their overall 
national leader is AFL-CIO vice 
president Fred O’Neal, who 
played the black African oppo­ 
site Tarzan in some of those 
movies. 
So there a r 
ose who ask 
what impact 
open letter 
from a union leader to a rank- 
and-file member will have on 
the employment of MS. Bryant 
— who now is reported in 
Washington circles considering 
shifting her home to nearby 
Virginia 


And how will all this affect 
the national Equal 
Em ploy­ 
ment Opportunity Commission 
now headed by the militant ex- 
New Yorker, Eleanor Holmes 
Norton? One E E O C insider pre­ 
dicted 
that 
the 
commission 
probably will conform its ef­ 
forts with the thrust of the 
A FTRA-Equity position. 
And there are national labor 
chiefs whose unions cover mass 
industries who now see new 
com plications m aking their 
nationwide collective bargain­ 
ing efforts more difficult and 
complex. Thousands of new 
grievances are expected. 
|t’s all out in the open now — 
like thé Sûn’daÿ, Ju n e 26, homo­ 
sexual parades in the nation’s 
biggest cities. 
And Actors’ Equity hasn’t, at 
this writing, heard from Anita 
Bryant. She isn’t known to be 
the silent lady. This story may 
have far 
more 
implications 
than now appear. Times sure 
are changing. 
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W A SH IN G TO N - (N E A ) - 
After a decade of nationwide 
handwringing over desecration 
of the environment, senseless 
w aste 
of 
lim ited 
energy 
reserves and depletion 
of 
valuab le natural resources, 
there finally is some good news 
to report. 


It comes from the aluminum 
industry, which has established 
a 
little 
noticed 
but 
highly 
successful re clam atio n and 
recycling program that already 
is producing an ecological and 
economic bonanza. 
According to the Aluminum 
Association, the industry last 
year recovered more than 4.8 
billion used beer and soft drink 
cans 
— 
a 
fig u re 
which 
represents at least 25 per cent 
of the entire 1976 output. 
Moreover, the success of the 
program during the past 10 
years indicates that the in­ 
dustry may soon be able to 
recover and recycle 50 to 60 per 
cent 
of 
its 
annual 
can 
production. In California and 
Texas, the reclamation rate 
already has reached 40 per 
cent. 
That’s more than just a trade 
association claim . Even the 
enviro n m en talists who have 
been most critical of waste and 
inefficiency in the packaging 
industry now acknowledge that 
the aluminum manufacturers 
have 
attained 
a 
significant 
level of resource recycling. 
‘T h e economics of recycling 
alum inum do seem 
to 
be 
som ewhat p ro m ising ,” one 
tough-minded environmentalist 
admits. “ We still think that the 
refillable bottle makes better 
o ve rall 
sense, 
but 
the 
aluminum people have made 
more progress than expected.” 
One particularly significant 
aspect of the program is that it 
relies heavily on citizens to 
gather and bring to collection 
centers the empty cans as well 
as lawn furniturefram es, house 
siding, pots and pans, pie plates 
and other aluminum products. 
Housewives, schoolchildren, 
civic clubs, church groups and 
other participants are paid 17 
cents a pound. Last vear, about 
$35 million was paid out by the 
nation’s 
three 
p rincip al 
alum inum 
producers 
— 
A lum inum 
Com pany 
of 
Am erica, Reynolds Metals and 
Kaiser Aluminum & Chemical. 
T he 
growth 
of 
the 
reclamation program has been 
truly phenomenal. The first 
recycling center was opened by 
Reynolds in early 1967 at a 
M iam i, F la . location. F iv e 
years 
later 
there 
were 675 
locations in 31 states. 


squandered natural resources. 
“ T h e y ’re 
doing 
it 
for 
economic reasons, not to clean 
up the roadside,” says M ar­ 
chant 
W entw orth 
of 
the 
Environm ental 
Action Foun­ 
dation. 
"First, aluminum is 
lightweight, 
so 
cheap 
tran­ 
sportation back to the m ill is 
feasible.” 
“ Even more important,” he 
says, “ it takes 20 times as much 
energy to make aluminum from 
scratch than by reprocessing 
waste products — so the in­ 
dustry saves a lot of money 
even after buying back its used 
cans.” 
The production of aluminum 
from raw materials does indeed 
require 
vast 
am ounts 
of 
energy, most of it electricity. 
Industry officials acknowledge 
that they can recycle the metal 
back into igot form using only 5 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
energy 
necessary to process bauxite 
ore. 
The apparent key 
to 
the 
program’s popularity is money 
— millions of dollars saved by 
the aluminum companies and 
millions more earned by citizen 
can collectors. The lesson is 
obvious: Other environmental 
and 
energy 
conservation 
schemes probably won’t suc­ 
ceed without sim ilar economic 
incentives.

HONG KONG (U P I) — China 
warned African leaders today 
that the Soviet Union was 
“their most dangerous enem y" 
and was “frantically commit­ 
ting barbarous aggression and 
expansion in Africa.” 
The Kremlin “ has been, in 
fact, playing tricks more 
sinister than those of the 
capital-imperialists 
(Ameri­ 
cans) and frantically commit­ 
ting barbarous aggression and 
expansion in Africa,” the of­ 
ficial New China News Agency 
said. 
The New China commentary 
coincided with the closing of the 
49-member Organization of 
African Unity’s annual summit 
in Libreville, Gabon. The 
summit was attended by 28 
African presidents and heads of 
state 
The commentary praised the 
OAU members for adopting a 
resolution condemning foreign 
interference in African affairs, 


but implied that some of the 
nations did not properly per­ 
ceive the foreign threats. 
“ Since the last OAU summit, 
interference by foreign forces 
in African affairs has been 
increasing. Such interference 
comes mainly from the two 
superpowers, particularly the 
Soviet Union donning the cloak 
of ‘socialism’,” it said. 
“ This harsh reality has 
enabled more and more African 
countries and people to see

AUSTIN, Tex. (U PI) - A 
Texas Supreme Court justice 
has apologized to the state and 
God, but in an emotional news 
conference stopped short of 
confessing a plot to have a 
businessman murdered — and 
did not resign from office. 
Donald Yarbrough has been 
indicted on charges of forgery 
and perjury 6tefnming from an 
alleged aborted plot to have a 
former business associate 
killed. He confessed part of the 
wrongdoing Tuesday. 
“ I did make a mistake,” 
Yarbrough said. “ I did sin 
against my God and against the 
people who elected me as their 
servant. I offer no justification 
nor excuse for indeed there can 
be none.” 
Yarbrough denied he actually 
wanted former business associ­ 
ate Bill Kemp murdered. Kemp 
has cooperated with prosecu­ 
tors investigating Yarbrough’s 
business dealings prior to his 
election. To stop Kemp from 
testifying, Yarbrough allegedly 
plotted with associate John W 
Rothkopf to have Kemp mur­ 
dered. 
Rothkopf, however, was se­ 
cretly working with the Travis 
County District Attorney’s 
office and made tapes of 
meetings 
with 
Yarbrough 
during which the murder was 
discussed. 
“ I want to say that I never 
intended that anyone be har­ 
med,” Yarbrough said in his 
news conference. “ I don’t think 
Mr. 
Rothkopf 
and 
his 
associates could have ever 
driven me into the trap of 
taking that step, no matter how 
skillfully devised, because it’s 
not in me.” 
Even though Yarbrough, 35, 
pleaded for forgiveness. Speak­ 
er Bill Clayton announced the 
House would hold a July 15 
hearing on a formal request to 
have Gov. Dolph Briscoe to 
remove Yarbrough from office. 
If two-thirds of the legislature 
agrees to the request, Briscoe 
could remove Yarbrough. 
If Briscoe refused to remove 
Yarbrough 
the legislature 
could go through the lengthier 
process of impeachment. 
At one time Yarbrough had 
indicated he might resign from 
the court, but Chief Justice Joe 
Greenhill said Tuesday he had 
talked with him and that no 
definite decision had been 
made 
The grand jury which indict­ 
ed Yarbrough said he forged 
Alabama title papers to a 1974 
Chevrolet, and lied under oath 
about asking Rothkopf to sign 
the name of another man to the 
document 
Yarbrough allegedly was 
giving Rothkopf the car in an 
effort to silence him about the 
murder plot. 
The secret tapes revealed the 
murder and forgery plots, but 
the jury indicted only on the 
forgery — and Yarbrough’s 
denial of it — because he 
backed out of the murder plot.

4 Chileans 
Hijack Jet 
To Peru 


LIMA, Peru (U PI) — Four 
Chileans armed with pistols 
hijacked a jetliner with 56 
persons aboard and forced it to 
fly to Peru where the Venezue­ 
lan embassy granted them 
political asylum. 
The LADECO airlines Boeing 
727, the second Chilean jetliner 
hijacked in two weeks, was on a 
domestic flight Tuesday from 
the northern city of Arica to 
Santiago when it was seized by 
the three men and a woman. 
Passengers said two of the 
hijackers held a pistol on a 
plane steward and forced him 
to take them to the captain’s 
cabin. As they marched up the 
aisle, one said in a loud voice: 
“Don’t worry, we’re not mur­ 
derers.”

A woman passenger who 
arrived on the return flight to 
Chile said “ everybody was 
calm during the bi;ack to Lima 
and nothing happened.” 
The hijackers were identifed 
by Santiago police as two 
brothers, Wilisbaldo and Carlos 
Alarcon, a woman named 
Patricia Castro and a man 
named Rolando Meneses. All 
are Chilean citizens. 
Police said the Alarcon 
brothers faced charges of fraud 
and armed robbery in Chile.

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‘Energy-Saving’ House Tested 


MT.AIRY, Md. ( U P I ) - I s it 
possible to build a modest- 
priced home using current 
construction and other 
‘‘on 
shelf” technology that can cut 
energy consumption by one- 
third to one half? 
The Department of Housing 
and Urban Development would 
like to know. 
The 
NAHB 
Foundation, Inc., is going to 
find out. 
The foundation, a nonprofit 
research subsidiary of the 
National Association of Home- 


builders, has finished construc­ 
tion 
of 
a 
dem onstration 
‘‘energy efficient residence” 
and over the next year, with a 
“typical” family occupying the 
home, will test a variety of 
energy saving options. 
“This is an experiment to 
determine whether its practical 
or feasible to incorporate these 
40 or 50 energy saving devices 
in a modest, popular hom e,” 
said Ralph Johnson, president 
of the research organization. 
“We’re not proposing that 


this house be built as a model,” 
he said. 
"But we want to 
m easure as precisely as possi­ 
ble the actual perform ance of 
the house with people living in 
it.” 
From the outside, the modest 
1,200 square foot one story 
ranch house looks pretty much 
like every other homee that 
developer David Sm ith 
is 
putting up in what he calls 
M erridale Gardens. 
Inside, it is a different story. 
A 
wide range of 
energy 
/ 


saving options have been built 
into the house, beginning with 
design and orientation. 
Because of high Washington- 
area prices, the three bedroom 
home would normally sell in the 
$60,000 range, which translates 
to about $40,000 on the national 
m arket. 
Johnson and engineer Don 
Luebs estim ated the additional 
cost of the energy efficient 
options would add about $3,000 
to the cost of the house or $27 a 
month in mortgage payments. 


At the sam e time, they said 
utility bills could be reduced by 
$634 a year 
Among the design features 
built into the house were using a 
com pact 
rectan g u la r 
plan 
rather than an “L ” or “T” 
shape to minimize heating and 
cooling loads and an uncondi­ 
tioned entrance vestibule and 
storage room at one end wall 
that works as an "air lock” to 
isolate the conditioned space. 
The designers set 
ceiling 
heights at 7*6” rather than the 
normal 8\ 
They also designed the kit­ 
chen-family retreat area to be 
closed off from the living room 
and bedroom area, designed a 


'special circulator fireplace that 
uses outdoor combustion air 
and has large south facing 
windows — doublepaned and 
with a storm window 
that 
provides natural solar heating 
in the winter but with a roof 
overhang design that will keep 
the high sun out in summer. 
Special attention was paid to 
insulation and weather strip 
ping and other “leaks” that let 
in cold air. The HER house, for 
example, unlike 
most other 
houses, has an insulated base 
ment and all electrict fixtures 
are surface mounted so that no 
holes are made on exterior 
walls that could provide leaks. 
“Todav’s homes are built 


pretty 
darn 
tight 
already, 
Johnson said “There has been 
a 50 per cent Improvement 
since 1970 but « e think we can 
improve on that.” 
"This is going to bo a much 
m ore com fortable place to 
live," he said "There will be 
fewer cold drafts because in­ 
filtration of cold air will be at a 
m inimum." 
The basic heating cooling 
unit 
is 
a 
special 
reduced- 
capacity heat pump with its 
com pressor located indoors 
rather than outside that works 
on onh 17,000 BTUs as com ­ 
pared to the average system 's 
30,000 35,000 B I Us which 
IS 
inefficient because of its con 
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tinuul on off cycles. 
O ther devices 
include a 
heavily insulated w ater heater 
set back to 120 degrees rather 
than the normal 150 degrees, 
insulation of hoi and cold water 
pipes to reduce heat loss, and 
fluorescent lighting wherever 
appropriate, which Lueb said 
was four tim es as efficient as 
standard incandescent bulbs 
Over the year, the research­ 
ers will be able to m easure the 
energy habits of the family 
occupying the house through 13 
special m eters hooked up to the 
separate energy using applian­ 
ces. from the refrigerator to 
lights being turned on and off. 
In addition, air tem perature, 
ceiling tem perature, relative 
humidity, solar radiation and 
air infiltration will also be 
measured and the engineers 
are setting up a mini-weather 
station outside the house so 
they will know the exact 
climatic conditions at all times. 
The testing will be done in 
comparison with a sim ilar hut 
standard home next door. 
"This is to provide guidelines 
for 
the 
industry 
not 
sta n d a rd s ,” 
Johnson said. 
“With what we learn here we’ll 
be able to develop a builders 
manual that can give them 
some options and w e’ll know 
whether its practical to use 
them in high energy cost areas 
of the country. Within limits, 
what we learn here can be 
applied to other parts of the 
country.” 
“And we’ll have a pretty good 
idea of trow a family uses 
energy," he said

Searing sunshine, and gentle 
breezes stirrin g the flags, 
turned T u rn b e rry ’s tigerish 
Ailsa links course into a tame 
tabby, tailor-made for Nicklaus 
and 
other b ig-hitters 
like 
Watson, Weiskopf and Miller. 
Bookmakers reported heavy 
betting on Watson. The 27-year- 
old Stanford university psy­ 
chology graduate from Kansas 
City, Mo., is on a hot streak, 
winning four tournam ents this 
year and being placed among 
the top five in 12 of 18 starts. 
But he is keeping his feet 
firmly on the ground here.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Brad 
Corbett prides himself in being 
able to take it. He’s a glutton for 
punishment, one of those guys 
you can knock down four, five, 
even six times, in a street fight 
or corporate struggle and he’ll 
get back up on his feet again, 
brush the blood from his nose 
and and keep trying some 
more. 
He hates to quit. 
Brad Corbett never has done 
that before. He’s finally is doing 
it now. The disillusioned Texas 
Rangers’ majority owner is 
getting out of baseball, as much 
as it’s eating him up inside to do 
so. 
The last few weeks, he says, 
have been the worst ones of his 
life 
To begin with, he has a deep 
personal affection for Frank 
Lucchesi, a 
m an h e’d do 
anything not to hurt, and two 
weeks ago he felt he had no 
other choice but to dismiss him 
as manager. 
Corbett looked around for 
another experienced baseball 
man, someone he belived could 
motivate his team He felt he 
found such a man in Eddie 
Stanky and he signed him for 
three years, only to see Stanky 
change his mind and quit within 
24 hours. 
Almost simultaneously, Cor­ 
bett’s 62-year-old mother died 
and that was a tremendous 
blow. He had barely returned 
from the funeral when Billy 
Hunter was named the team ’s 
fourth m anager of the season. 
On the heels of that announce­ 
ment cam e a published editori­ 
al in the Fort Worth Star- 
Telegram which said Corbett 
and executive vice president 
Eddie Robinson had made the 
Rangers “look more like a 
circus run amok than a m ajor 
league baseball franchise.” 
The editorial, Corbett says, 
helped make up his mind to get 
out 
‘‘It devastated m e,” he says, 
"because I felt I had done 
everything I possibly could to 
help the ball club and the 
community and here I was 
being pictured as some sort of 
disgrace. I looked at my wife, 
(iunnie, and said to her, T here 
must be more to life than this.’ 
AH she said was, ‘Let’s go 
home.’” 
He had planned to call a press 
conference and announce his 
intention of selling out, but 
when the Rangers dropped a 1-0 
decision to the Royals Monday 
night, he was so charged with 
emotion, he blurted out the 
whole thing. 
“I’ve got players that I put 
complete confidence and faith 
in and I found out those players 
just don’t give a dam n,” he 
said. ‘They don’t care about 
anything but drawing a pay­ 
check They are dogs on the 
field and they are dogs off the 
field." 
"I never took a dime from the 
ball club, not 10 cents, not even 
expenses," he told me from his 
office in Texas Tuesday. “I was 
working day and night, plowing 
everything back into the dub 
trying to make it better. When I 
first cam e in, the team was on 


the verge of bankruptcy. The 
d u b wasn’t drawing and they 
were talking about moving it to 
New Orleans. The players were 
under the gun, they didn’t want 
to play here, but after I cam e 
in, not a single player has 
wanted to play out his option. 
‘‘The press 
d id n ’t 
help, 
either. I got pure hell for the 
B eniquez-Jenkins deal w ith 
Boston, and 
now 
look 
at 
Beniquez. He’s the best center 
fielder in baseball. ... Then I 
bought Dock Ellis for $275,000. 
Next day 1 pick up the papers 
and they say what in hell do we 
need Ellis for? Well, all I can 
tell you is that he’s done a 
magnificent job for us. ... I love 
him. He’s fair. He calls it the 
way he sees it.” 
When C orbett 
m ade his 
reference to “dogs,” he didn’t 


mean that for all his players, he 
says. 
“Sundberg and Hargrove are 
dynamite guys. So are Blyleven 
and Perry. But you look at 
some guys who are supposed to 
be su p e rsta rs and th ey ’re 
nothing but superdogs. 
Early Tuesday, Corbett re­ 
ceived a long distance call from 
Jim Um barger, one of his 
former players.

Government farm officials, 
concerned only a few months 
ago about chances that drought 
could cut deeply into this year’s 
Crops, now see increasing signs 
a good harvest will hold down 
grain prices. 
The Agriculture 
Depart­ 
ment's weekly crop weather 
report, which early in the year 
produced a weekly litany of 
water shortage laments, now 
notes that some farmers got 
more rain than they needed in 
the week ending last Sunday. 
Rains knocked down some 
wheat in Kansas during the 
week, the report said, and may 
delay harvesting. 
But the 
nation's biggest winter wheat 
state already had combined 15 
per cent of an expected bumper 
crop compared to none at the 
same time a year ago. 
To 
the east, 
more 
rains 
brought improved soybean 
planting conditions in the south 
central states. In southern 
areas including Alabama, A r­ 
kansas, Kentucky and the 
Carolinas, soybean planting is

progress, is reported far ahead 
of normal. 
In some major soybean states 
including Ohio, Illinois, Indiana 
and Iowa, all of what is ex­ 
pected to be a sharply in­ 
creased 1977 soybean crop has 
been planted, the report said. 


The corn crop is generally 
regarded as the single most 
important indicator of pros­ 
pects for future consumer food 
prices because it is the main 
raw m aterial for livestock 
foods like meat, poultry and 
milk. 
The weekly crop weather 
report said the 1977 corn crop, 
which department analysts 


think could reach a record 6.5 
billion bushels if good weather 
conditions continue, “ grew fast 
and developed earlier 
than 
normal” last week. 
Officials noted that dry soils 
put stress on the crop in a few 
areas including Missouri and 
Georgia, and many areas in the 
South are still suffering from 
moisture shortages. But on a 
national basis, the condition of 
the crop was generally rated as 
good, the report said. 
Soil moisture supplies were 
described as mostly short along 
the Atlantic Coast except for 
North Carolina and short in the 
western states which have been 
hardest 
hit 
by 
this 
year’s 
drought. In other areas, howe- 


ver, the situation was described 
in more optimistic tones. 
For the Great Plains, soil 
moisture was rated adequate in 
most areas. In the east central 
states which include the key 
corn and soybean growing 
regions, soil moisture was 
described as “ short to adequate 
and improving.” 
Agriculture officials also 
report that prospects for winter 
grains in the Soviet Union 
continue favorable although 
excessive rains in recent weeks 
could reduce yields in some 
areas. M ajor spring-planted 
crop regions in the Soviet Union 
were reported short of moisture 
in many cases. 
“ Good rains are needed 


(there) to keep spring-sown 
crops from deteriorating,” the 
report said. 
In China, the news also was 
mixed. Northeastern regions 
which are important producers 
of spring grains and soybeans 
got excellent rains in recent 
weeks; so did other major 
Chinese 
farm 
regions 
producing grains, oilseeds, 
cotton ana rice. In some areas, 
June rains were below normal 
and nonirrigated crops need 
help, experts said. 
Agriculture Department ana­ 
lysts said in another report that 
current conditions in the US. 
and abroad indicate that a 
worldwide buildup of grain 
supplies — particularly wheat 


— will continue in the 1977 
growing season and the 1977-78 
marketing year in which this 
year’s harvests are sold. 
The report noted that despite 
the 
fact 
that 
global 
grain 
supplies are reaching record 
levels, grain consumption has 
fallen below expected levels 
because of lagging growth in 
wealthy nations which use 
large amounts of grain for 
livestock feeu.

the most influential Islamic 
institute in the Middle East. He 
had served until last November 
as minister of religious endow­ 
ments. 
The kidnapers, m em bers of 
the ultra-religious Penance and 
Retreat Society, singled him 
out because he had published 
articles criticizing their creed, 
which calls for a return to 
fundamentalist Islamic princi­ 
ples. 
Al-Zahaby’s widow and two of 
his daughters collapsed under 
the strain Tuesday night and 
were taken to a hospital 
A preliminary examination 
indicated Al-Zahaby was killed 
Monday after the government 
apparently rejected his abduc­ 
tor’s demands. 
Al-Zahaby’s abduction and 
killing was the first incident of 
its kind in Egypt’s modern 
history. It posed the greatest

to 
P resid e n t

S a d a t’s 
governm ent 
since 
last 
January's food price riots, in 
which dozens of persons were 
killed.

suspects arrested today, police 
detained seven men described 
as leaders of the group, three 
today and four Tuesday, and 
seized large quantities of ex­ 
plosives. 
The state-controlled Middle 
East News Agency said the 
“assassin confessed his crim e 
and is being questioned by the 
investigating authorities.” 
The kidnapers, belonging to 
the ultra-religious Penance and 
R etreat Society, had demanded 
the release of 60 political 
prisoners and the payment of 
$500,000 in compensation for the 
“persecution” they suffered at 
government hands 
A spokesman for the Interior 
Ministry said police in the raids 
today seized w eapons and 
leaflets in two hideouts “ in­ 
crim inating the Penance Socie­ 
ty and revealing new facts 
about the kidnaping.” 
The three suspects arrested 
today were university students 
who dropped out to propagate 
the society's doctrine, which 
advocates a withdrawal from

U.S. Expands Thyroid 
Cancer Warning Effort 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
government is expanding its 
effort to alert the public to the 
potential 
danger 
of 
thyroid 
cancer in persons who had X- 
ray treatm ents of the head or 
neck as long as 35 or 40 years 
ago. 
More than 1 million Ameri­ 
cans are believed to have been 
exposed to such X-rays as 
children or young adults for a 
variety of ailments including 
acne, adenoid and tonsil trouble 
and sinusitis. 
Such radiation therapy was 
considered good medical prac­ 
tice in the 1930s and '40s and 
continued to som e extent, 
particularly for acne, 
more 
recently. 
Unfortunately, 
the 
thyroid 
gland at the base of the throat 
frequently was irradiated in 
these treatm ents. The first hint 
that this might have adverse 
side effects popped up as early 
as 1950 and received considera­ 


ble support in the 1960s. 
The National Cancer Institute 
now estim ates, on the basis of 
studies completed in the early 
1970s, that one of every three or 
four exposed to such radiation 
eventually may develop thyroid 
tumors, with perhaps a third of 
the tumors cancerous. 
“ As 
this 
irrad iate d 
population has grown older, it 
has become apparent that the 
increased cancer risk is con­ 
tinuing into adult life,” the NCI 
said. 
The Institute began a major 
program to educate doctors 
about the problem last year, 
and in April the NCI began 
distributing leaflets at super­ 
m arkets with this message: 
"Did you, as a child or young 
adult, have X-ray treatm ents 
involving your head or neck? If 
so, it is important that you have 
an 
exam ination 
by 
your 
physician.”

so within the Patriotic Front.” 
But the delegates represent­ 
ing 49 nations were deeply 
divided on most other issues 
and took no action on alleged 
atrocities by Ugandan P resi­ 
dent

Amin 
or 
border 
squabbles affecting Somalia, 
E thiopia. Sudan and other 
nations. 
Even as the meeting was 
drawing to a close, Somalia 
accused Ethiopia’s leftist mili­ 
tary government of killing 1 
million people in the last 20 
months in “an orgy of human 
m assacre.” 
The OAU’s endorsement of 
the Soviet-backed P a trio tic 
F ro n t, 
headed 
by 
R obert 
Mugabe and Joshua Nkomo, 
was a blow to Bishop Abel 
M uzorew a’s m ore m oderate 
Zim babw e A frican P eople’s 
Union. 
The OAU resolution w as 
aim ed at estab lish in g one 
nationalist group to lead the 
fight against the white regime 
of Prim e Minister Ian Smith 
and avoiding the possibility of 
civil war should his govern­ 
ment fall 
It urged m em ber states “to 
refrain from acts (which) run 
the risk of creating more than 
one army for the liberation and 
defense of an independent 
Zimbabwe (Rhodesia).” 
Rival nationalist factions in 
Angola engaged in a civil war 
after the withdrawal of the 
colonial power, Portugal, in 
1975. 
The OAU leaders did agree to 


hold an extraordinary summit 
m eeting in Zambia in October 
to discuss a sim mering desert 
w ar in the western Sahara, 
where Algerian-backed 
Poli- 
sario guerrillas are battling 
M oroccan and M au ritan ian 
troops 
for control 
of the 
territory. 
The conference also set up 
commissions to study border 
disputes between Sudan and, 
Ethiopia and Chad and Libya. 
It also established a seven- 
nation trouble shooting mission 
to head off full-scale wars

Paint restores lampshades 
POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY — I would like to know how to clean 
som e w hite lam p shades that have yellowed. They are 
heavy plastic (not paper) with a fabric covering — 
DONNA. 
DEAR DONNA — It sounds as if your shades had 
yellowed from the heat. I presume that what you would 
like to do is restore the original whiteness and cleaning 
will not do that. I have sprayed such shades with flat 
spray paint and they looked very good. First all surface 
dirt must be wiped off with a damp sponge. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — and K.G. — I was successful in removing 


a ru st stain from m y utility room floor (caused by w ater leak­ 
ing from the hot w ater tank) with a soap filled steel wool pad 
It rem oved all stains com pletely. — RITA 


DEAR POLLY — When the children com e hom e from 
school or play with their clothes dripping wet. put the wet 
clothes in the dryer rath er than having a lot of dam p things 
hanging around This is ideal for jeans — B S C 


DEAR POLLY — Several years ago m y daughter had a 
snow w hite nylon blouse but even with careful washing it was 
not too long before it was not so white any m ore Not daring to 
use bleach on it I picked a good sunny day to wash it and 
w ithout wringing the w ater out hung it outdoors on the line to 
dry. I did this several tim es until it cam e out snow w hite once 
m ore. Some wash days when it was not too windy I used to 
spread my towels on the ground in the sun on the grass and 
that works as well as any bleach. — BERTHA 
DEAR POLLY — A gentlem an friend of our fam ily cam e 
over one day ju st as I was about to put flour in my cake pans so 
he gave m e the following Pointer. When m aking a chocolate 
cake instead of buttering and flouring the pans butter them as 
usual but use cocoa instead of flour. This elim inates the 
whitish look on the layers plus it adds an extra flavor of 
chocolate to the cake. When I do not happen to have cocoa on 
hand I substitute a chocolate drink mix (dry, of c o u rse.) —

I ’ve heard 
that it will and would like your 
opinion on this or any 
suggestions you might have 
that will help me 
Also I ’ve heard that foods 
make the face break out. I ’ve 
s t a y e d a w a y f r o m a ll 
chocolate but that hasn’t 
helped 
I ’ve used different 
face creams but none seem to 
do any good 
D EA R R E A D E R - Yes. 
you are in that age. About 90 
per cent of the boys and 80 per 
cent of the girls in their teens 
to mid-20s have some problem 
with acne — black heads, 
white heads, and pimples. 
Almost all cases of acne can 
be helped Unfortunately most 
people do not do the right 
things to help their acne. 
Sometimes what they do is 
harmful and makes the situa­ 
tion worse 
First, you had better forget 
about that Vitamin A idea 
Too much Vitamin A used for 
this purpose can actually be 
harmful 
In excess doses it 
can even cause your hair to 
fall out

vitamin and is stored in ex­ 
cess amounts in the body if 
you are taking large doses 
In young children excess 
Vitamin A can even cause ac­

NEW YORK (UPI) - Luis 
Robinson, 
who hijacked 
an 
in te rsta te bus to Kennedy 
Airport and killed the driver 
and a woman passenger, has 
been ordered to undergo a 
psychiatric examination. 
Robinson’s attorney, David 
Addison, told Judge Maxwell 
G alfunt during a 5-m inute 
hearing in Queens Criminal 
Court Tuesday the 26-year-old 
Navy apprentice seam an had 
seen a psychiatrist in 1973 for a 
“minor problem.” 
R obinson, 
a 
native 
of 
Panam a who is a registered 
alien, 
w as 
described 
by 
Addison as a college-educated, 
"articulate young m an.” 
Galfunt ordered Robinson to 
undergo 
a 
psy ch iatric 
examination. 
Robinson, assigned to the 
USS Detroit, based in Bath, 
Maihe, was charged with two 
counts of m urder, two counts of 
attem p ted m urder and 
25 
counts of kidnaping. 
The judge said 
Robinson 
would be arraigned formally 
after he studied the results of 
th e ;psychiatric tests in about 
two weeks. 


If Robinson stands trial, he 
will; face term s of 15 years to 
life ion each of the m urder and 
kidftaping charges. 
Officials at the naval station 
said Robinson has been under 
investigation for cashing stolen 
money orders near the base. 
On 
Monday, 
Robinson 
— 
claiming he was embittered by 
racial discrimination in the 
United States — hijacked a 
Vermont-bound bus with more 


than 20 persons aboard and 
diverted the vehicle to Kennedy 
Airport. He killed the driver 
irpo 
id a 
and a woman passenger. 
Three other persons were 
injured in the hijacking. 
Robinson demanded $6 mil­ 
lion and a plane to take him to 
safety — first to Cuba, then to 
Africa — and he exchanged 
shots with pursuing policemen 
as he and his hostages careened 
about the airport’s runways 
and taijiways in the bus. 
He finally surrendered to 
police and FBI agents at the 
airport after the bus was edged 
into a fence by an armored 
personnel carrier. 
At the court hearing, Robin­ 
son’s father, Ernesto, and his 
stepmother, Doris, strained to 
see 
through 
a 
crow d 
of 
policemen and court officers 
who surrounded .Luis. 
Dressed in jeans and a light 
blue T-shirt, Robinson stood at 
a defense table facing the judge 
as the charges against him 
were read off. 
He did not look at his father. 
After the hearing, Robinson’s 
father stopped briefly to speak 
with Addison, then turned and 
walked through the crowded 
corridor with his wife. 
R obinson’s 
hands 
w ere 
manacled behind his back when 
he was led into the courthouse. 
Reporters and photographers 
shouted questions at him 
Are you sorry you killed 
them? Why did you hijack the 
bus? Would you do it again? 
A sad smile creased the 
young m an’s bearded face. 
“I wish I w asn’t here,” he 
said.
